Nuzzallo, of the Carnegie foundation, 
whose survey of the university, print- 
ed in pamphlet form, is being received

Hendrik William Van Loon came to 
Paris recently to say that he is work- 
iug away on a biography of Rem- 
brandt. Nothing in all Holland per- 
haps could be as serviceable to him in 
recreating the atmosphere of the Gold- 
en Century of Dutch history in which 
Rembrandt lived as the very house 
and town in which the author resides. 
In Vere, Zealand, Dr. Van Loon oc- 
cupies one of those medieval mansions 
that were built by merchant princes 
when the town was a flourishing 
center of trade. Vere has lung since 
fallen into decline, but the mansions, 
which were built for eternity, remain 
intact. The rest of Hohand is com- 
pletely modernized. Vere to the con- 
trary is heavily perfumed with the 
past, a past, let it be said, not with- 
out grandeur. Present-day Vere has 
something of the melancholy wistful- 
ness of the dead cities of Flanders. 
And also something of their spiritual- 
ity and mysticism. Soaked in that 
atmosphere for a few years, Dr. Van 
Loon has, perhaps, felt more keenly 
the tragedy of Rembrandt’s life. He 
has, moreover, within a short distance 
from his home at The Hague and 
Amsterdam, the masterpieces of the 
Dutch master and the archives which 
contain the painter's personal letters 
and effects. There was not much 
of the gayety of a Frans Hals in Rem- 
brandt, nor was he a man of the 
boundless, happy disposition of Pieter 
Brueghel, of whom the Flemish writer 
Timmermans has recently written a 
biography. which is largely fictional 
because of the slender data available 
on Brueghel’s life. Dr. Van Loon s 
simple and effective style and pleasant 
humor, of which America had a sam- 
ple recently in his work on Pieter 
Stuyvesant. promises us a new diver- 
sion of distinguished and _  absorb- 
ing interest.

Is it true that the Bible is in- 
spired only in the same sense in 
which Shakespeare and Milton 
were inspired? 

If this is not true in what sense 
is the Bible inspired? 

There appears to be a_ prevalent 
confusion of thought regarding the 
point raised by your question. Ob- 
viously the only way in which God 
ean inspire books is by inspiring the 
men who write them, Hence the term, | 
‘an inspired book” is really a mis- 
lading misnomer, and untold harm 
has been done by it. Think, then, of 
inspired men, not of inspired writings. 

Moreover, it is apparent that God's 
inspiration of man must be determined 
by two factors—first, the man’s ¢ca- 
pacities, and second, his personal ex- 
perience. God does not choose to move 
a man do that for which he has no 
capacity, nor to relate that of which 
he has no experience. All human he- 
ings, including the writers of the 
Bible, act under the twofold limita- 
tion. 

The assumption of a heliever in 
the Bible is that God has purposed 
revealing Himself to men. But this 
revelation is conditioned in the same 
way that inspiration is. God's prob- 
lem was and still is to get men to 
It was and still is 
na long and difficult process. The Bible 
is the record of that process. God 
had to find men who understood His 
way and who could set down what 
they umderstood. The revelation va- 
ries in value, resulting in turn in 
in what is written. 
The movement came to its climax in 
“the mind of Christ.” All that went 
hefore Him is to be estimated accord- 
ingly, and we therefore see that the 
earlier inspiration was partial because 
the earlier revelation was partial. Ir 
had to be partial because men could 
learn only by degrees. So why choke 
the lamp with sheer excess of oil? 

The so-called inspiration of Milton 
and Shakespeare is not determinative 
of the question. What God greatly 
desired to say to His servants. con- 


crying and | cerning the great underlying spiritual 
| laws by which men and nations live 


had been said befofe these celebrities 
were born, and there was no necessity 
to repeat the process through even 
greatly gifted poets. There are still 
other aspects of truth that men need 
to learn, and there is no reason why 
we should not say that God is still 
inspiring men to discern and make 
knewn these aspects. One example of 
this latter statement is found in the 
vast unfolding of knowledge in the 
field of science, the horizons of which 


God's creative majesty is almost be- 
yond the scope of the human mind.

How do you account for the 
pronounced tendency in some oth- 
erwise impartial historians to 
maintain that the wars their 
countries engaged in were always 
justifiable? As a student of his- 
tory this characteristic strikes me 
as fatal to their intellectual integ- 
rity as impartial narrators of past 
events. 

Have patience with your fellow 
creatures. It is natural that they 
should refuse to recognize the exist- 
ence of anything inconsistent with 
their own beliefs and ideals. The first 
thing they do is to persuade them- 
selves that any conflict in which their 
country was engaged was justitiahle: 
nothing short of a moral crusade. The 
Jews of the Old Testament believed 
this and so do the Christians of the 
New. 

Read the Biblical descriptions of 
early Israel's battles and the histories 
of recent wars for confirmation of the 
nbove statement. Policies and deeds 
are there ascribed to the Abhmighty 
which were as foreign to Him as the 
Armenian massacres. The false apolo- 
getic for the tendency in question 
prevails in certain human annals and 
makes them unsafe records. Jt con- 
strues the same man a villain or a 
hero; the same cause malignent or 
magnanimous. All depends on the 
predilections of the particular writer. 
Our Civil War emphasized this con- 
tradiction, and Lincoln commented 
upon it in his inimitable way by re- 
marking: “Surely the Almighty can- 
not be on both sides at once.” 

Did we not vindicate the cause of 
the allies from 1914 to 1918 by the 
slogans ““‘War on War” and “Making 
the World Safe for Democracy?’ We 
deprecated the resort to force, but 
felt a sort of somber joy in the 
thought that since force was the ar- 
biter we could apply it to victorions 
and noble ends. The celestial ethic in- 
volved in that mundane struggle was 
preached throughout the allied nations. 
The lesson is that every war's real 
necessity has to be carefully investi- 
gated by impartial minds after its 
madness and bitterness have ceased. 
This is a task which only the historian 
is equipped to perform, whose work 
is as impartial in its analyses and 
conclusions as that of the scientist. 

The results of these investigations 
vary. Some wars advanced the civili- 
zation which is being slowly and 
painfully evolved. But the majority 
were bred by greed, vainglory, arro- 
gance and hate.

IT TAKES A COOL HEAD TO 
STAND HOT WEATHER. 


Iced drinks and chilled foods are 
pleasant and welcome in hot weather 
but they contribute practically little 
or nothing toward keeping the body 
cool and comfortable. 

The more water one drinks in hot 
weather the more comfortable one will 
be, irrespective of perspiration. It is 
noticeable that people who strive to 
avoid perspiring as s secial offense 
suffer most from hot weather. 


Fat folks feel the heat more than 
thin ones, in moderately warm and 
moderately humid weather. But when 
the temperature and the humidity are 
both extremely high, when the fat 
folks have an advantage over ordi- 
nary persons, for their greater mass 
of flesh does not overheat so soon 
and they can keep a great storage of 
water in their tissues. It is the dehy- 
dration of the tissues of the skinny 
person that explains his extreme dis- 
comfort in very hot and humid 
weather. 

Then folks should not only drink 
more water, but they should try to 
consume more salt in very hot 
weather. 

Everybody should ease down on the 
consumption of protein food, no mat- 
ter whether of animal or vegetable 
origin, and no matter whether the 
food is taken cold or hot, in extreme- 
ly hot weather. At the same time 
everybody should make adventures in 
the fruit and vegetable menus when 
the weather is oppressively warm. 
Fresh fruits, fresh vegetables, greens, 
relishes, cooked or raw, should be an 
important if not the chief part of 
most meals in the dogdays. 


As a rule the total quantity of food 
taken in the day should be decreased 
in hot weather, mainly in the protein 
items—-such as lean meat, egg, cheese. 

At this season of year it is a good 
plan to revise the old way, if you still 
adhere to it, and make the main meal 
the evening meal instead of the mid- 
day meal. Breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner, instead of breakfast, dinner and 
supper. This not only allows one to 
enjoy and digest a good dinner in 
the cool of the evening, after the day's 
work is done, but it saves mother the 
hot job of getting dinner in the noon- 
day heat. yea, and gives the rest of 
the family a good chance to help 
mother prepare the big feed and clear 
up the wreckage and debris after- 
ward. A fellow may not make a ter- 
ribly good pie, but at least he ought 
to wield a handy dishrag around home, 
just to show his appreciation. 

Candy and sweets in general, I re- 
gret to announce, are hot nutriment 
and the candy fiend will do well to 
satisfy his sweet tooth with 
fruits, if he minds the heat at all. 

If we get a real sample of hot 
weather some day soon I shall tell 
what the comfortably dressed man, 
woman, or child should wear in the 
dog days. But I hate to get a nice 
warm article all ready and release it 
only to have it printed on a chilly 
day, when my advice seems quite un- 
reasonable.

“Making the weight will hurt him 
considerably and he has lost a lot of 
his speed.” ‘ 

The Jersey City boy does not be- 
lieve that he will have as much trou- 
ble with Loughran as he did with Jim- 
my Slattery, over whom he scored a 
technical knockout in the ninth round. 

‘“‘Loughran is not nearly as fast 
as Slattery,” Braddock said, “and I 
won’t have as much trouble reaching 
his chin. I had to wait until Slat- 
tery tired before I was able to hit 
him with a real punch. I'll be dif- 
ferent against Loughran as I'll be 
able to fight my way past the cham- 
pion’s defense and reach his chin.” 

PLANS BODY ATTACK. 

It is the general impression around 
Braddock’s camp that the challenger 
will attempt to wear the champion 
down with body punches in the early 
rounds and then shift his attack to 
the head when he is ready to try for 
a knockout. 

Braddock has been flooring his 
sparring partners with ominous fre- 
quency and looks in his workouts 
every inch the dangerous hitter he was 
against Latzo, Griffiths and Slattery. 

Allentown Joe Gans, negro middle- 
weight, who trained with Jack Demp- 
sey for the Sharkey fight and with 
Loughran for the McTigue fight, is 
one of Braddock’s sparring mates. 
Gans has been able to reach Brad- 
dock’s face with a left jab—Lough- 
ran’s best weapon—almost at will in 
recent workouts. 

Gans, however, predicts Braddock 
will win by a knockout sometime after 
the tenth round. 

Even if the fight should go the 
full limit of 15 rounds Braddock does 
not agree with most everyone that it’s 
a cinch for Loughran to win .the de- 
cision, 

“If Loughran should keep me from 
hitting him with a knockout punch 
he'll be so busy defending himself 


than he does. I’m going to be the 
aggressor all the way and I can box 
and hit with both hands better than 
he can. Some people think I can’t 
use my left. Ill prove it in this 
fight.” 

TOM HAS TROUBLE. 

_ Unlike Loughran, Braddock is hav- 
ing no trouble making the weight 
liimt of 185 pounds. He had been 
hovering under 175 pounds for seyv- 
eral days and on one occasion was 
down to 172. 

If Braddock wins the title he will 
not give it up immediately as had been 
reported. He plans to continue as a 
iahtdaavewelene: title or no title, un- 
til he actually grows into a heavy- 
weight. 

“I’m going to let my weight take 
care of itself,” he-said. “When I 
grow into a heavyweight I'll quit the 
light-heavyweight ranks but I'm not 
going to rush matters.” 

Braddock’s hands, which have trou- 
bled him on several occasions, have 
not bothered him since he fought Hoe 
Monte on the night Loughran won the 
title from MeTigue. Braddock had 
his right hand operated on after the 
Monte fight and it appears to be en- 
tirely well now,

North Platte, Neb., July 14.—(/)—

day. Not a negro was left in North 
Platte after mobs brandishing ropes 
had swooped down on the negro sec- 
tion threatening exile or death to 
them, because a negro had killed a 
policeman, The negro later committed 
suicide, 

(‘thief of Police James Dorram, how- 
ever, said he did not believe the ma- 
jority of the negroes would return 
soon. 

“If any do return, however, we will 
do our best to prevent violence,’ he 
said. 

It was revealed that county authori- 
ties themselves had released one negro 
serving a jail sentence and ordered 
him to leave town. 

Although the entire police force and 
a large number of deputies, sworn in 
for the occasion, patrolled the streets 
of the negro section and the city un- 
til midnight Saturday, the negroes 
were not prevented from leaving town, 
and while the officers were on duty, 
three auto toads of men, brandishing 
ropes, invaded the negro section. The 
negroes had heen ordered earlier in 
the day to “pack up or abandon their 
belongings” by a mob of several hun- 
dred persons. 

Kdward Green, the slain policeman, 
was shot and killed by Louis Seelman, 
negro, who was resisting arrest after 
refusing to leave town for mistreating 
his wife. Later in the day as other 
mobs formed, gaining in vehemence and 
strength, the negroes started fleeing 
the city, with or without belongings,

is strong and active. Certainly Steel 
common has played a larger part than 
any other individual stock in creating 
the bullish market sentiment of the 
past month. 

From its 1929 low of 157 1-8, touch- 
ed early in January, Steel common ad- 


ticipation of the offering of stock with

decline, Steel common sold down to 
163. Assuming leadership of the mar- 
ket in the recovery in prices starting 
with June, Steel common sold this 
week above $200 a share, showing a 
recovery of 38 1-2 points since the 
May low.

$5.04 a share was earned for Steel 
common after allowing for the pre- 
| ferred dividend. This compares wit

will be given out after the close of 
, the stock market on July 30. In- 
formed Wal] Street believes that not 
less than $10 a share will be reported 
for the common stock for the first 
six months of this year. . For the first 
half of 1928, the company’ earned 
$4.86 a share for the common stock. 
Informed Wall Street believes that 
for the full 12 months of 1929 the 
Steel Corporation will earn nearer $20 
a share for its common stock than $15. 

Steel Advance Strong. 

Steel common advanced from its low 
‘of 163 in May to above $200 a share 
| partly on earnings and partly on ex- 
|pectations of something more for the 
holders of the common stock than the 
regular $7 annual dividend. People 
in Wall Street who have been right on 
Steel common in the past expect that 
an extra cash dividend will be de- 
clared before the end of this year, 
followed within a year first by an ad- 
vance in the regular dividend rate to 
$8 a year and then, by a stock divi- 
dend of not less than 25 per cent. 

From the time the Steel Sorporatien 
was formed nearly 30 years ago, until 
1927, the outstanding common stock 
remained at $508,000,000. The com- 
mon and preferred stock amounting to 
nearly $1.000,000,000 and equally di- 
vided, at first represented water. Divi- 
dends were started on the common 
stock as soon as the company began 
operations at the annual rate of $4. 
It became necessary to pass dividends 
n 1903 with the price of the stock 
dropping from its high of 55 to 8 3-8. 
The management then decided’ that no 
more dividends would be paid until 
a large surplus had been accumulated. 
This was accomplished in 1906 when 
dividends were resumed at the annual 
rate of $2. 
$5 in 1909. The regular dividend rate 
remained at $5 until 1928 when it was 
made $7, but with extra dividends in 
the meantime: total payments running 
as high as $16 in 1918 and $16.75 in 
1916. 

Declared 40 Per cent Dividend. 

In 1927 the Steel Corporation de- 
clared a 40 per cent stock dividend 
increasing the outstanding stock to 
$711,000,000. This year, recently, the 
common stock was increased by 1,016,- 
000 shares sold at $140, raising the 
amount to $812,000,000. 
| In the meantime, the management 
| went ahead building up an accumulat- 
‘ed surplus. For the fiscal year ended 
| December 31, 1928, this surplus stood 
pat $410,277,000 not including $270,- 
| 000,000 of. curren earnings over and 
| above dividends used for improvements 
and betterments properly chargeable 
to capital account. The 1,016,000 
shares of new common stock recently 
sold at $140 a share raised the funds 
which will be used together with ac- 
cumulated surplus to retire $271,385.- 
000 bonds. According to informed 
Wall Street when the bond retire- 
ment plans now under way are com- 
pleted, the management will start re- 
tiring $138,000,000 outstanding bonds 
of subsidiary companies, leaving the 
parent company and subsidiary com- 
panies free of any bonded debt. 

In paying off the $271,000,000 bonds 
of the parent company, enough will 
be saved annually to add $1 a year to 
the earnings for the common stock.

In a recently-published interview 
Henry Ford is credited or debited 
with a statement in which he declared 
himself as in favor of a single power 
trust, which should embrace the power 
plants and resources of the nation, 
and Jater on of the world. He as- 
serted that the result would be the 
universal use. of power, and a pro- 
gressive reduction in its cost. 

As thus stated, the idea may seem 
chimerical to the reactionaries, but it 
expresses a generalization by which 
millions of Americans and Europeans 
are coming to be obsessed, and popu- 
lar faith in it is growing’ strong 
enough to remove some of the moun- 
tains which seem to stand in the way 
of its realization. 

This popular faith may explain the 
abandonment of the cycle theory that 
was so generally accepted until re- 
cently. 

Many books were written to prove 
that there was a periodicity in the 
rise and fall of business, and. some 
economists believed that this period- 
icity could be scheduled with reasun- 
able accuracy. But of late little or 
nothing has been heard of the “vi- 
cious circle,” and the generation of 
younger businessmen who are now it- 
recting the world’s affairs seem dis- 
posed to assume that combinations 
and consolidations through which 
production can be controlled and 
cheapened will continue indefinitely, 
and that the result will be a constaat 
increase in consumption. / 

Stocks Almost Buoyant. | 

‘Upon this theory the stock market 
was almost buoyant last week, and an 
advance to 9 per cent in the rate for 
call money was disregarded by specu- 
lators whose faith in higher prices 
appears to be unshakable. 

Most of the commodity markets 
were also higher, but their strengih 
was due to the absenee of _ sellers 
rather than to the aggressiveness of 
buyers. 

The truth is that short selling an‘ 
bear campaigns in either stocks or 
commodities have become very un- 
fashionable. The farm relief bill is 
partially responsible for this in so 


far as grain and cotton are concerned, ; 


and the stock exchange traders who 
used to campaign on the bear side 
have been so badly licked of late that 
there are few of them who have the 
courage to lead or join in any as- 
sault upon values. 

It is an anomalous position. The 
philosophy of economics as hitherto 
taught in our schools and colleges in- 
diecates that a change in the attitudes 
of the public is overdue. But prece- 
dents are disregarded, and it is urged 
that we are in a new era. 

Many agree with Henry Ford that 
“history is bunk,” and a_ stubborn 
faith in the continued prosperity and 
speculative enterprise of the country 
makes nearly everyone superconfident 
of the future. 

Little for Comment. 

This leaves but little for the con-

Meanwhile, it is said that many of 
the sugar plantations in Cuba are 
being abandoned, and that a sub- 
stantial reduction in next year’s crop 
is inevitable, even if no mandatory 
crop curtailment, which is again be- 
ing talked, is resorted to. This would 
seem to be logical, although no- one 
can be quite sure of the facts. 

The cotton market improved a lit- 
tle upon a government report which 
indicated an acreage that was slight- 
ly under expectations. But it is too 
early to dogmatize with regard to 
the yield, and no important change 
in the price level seems probable in 
the near future. 

Wheat, corn, rye and oats have all 
been firm, and it has been easy to 
bid up prices on the Chicago Board 
of Trade. The world’s crop and 
prospective surplus seem to have been 
over-estimated some weeks ago, and 
the market is adjusting itself to the 
probability of a smaller supply. 

Drygoods Trade Slack. 

The drygoods trade in the United 
States is said to be a little slacker 
than it was, but the accuracy of this 


statement is doubtful, and the mills 
in both this country and Europe are 
pretty well employed, although some 
of them are shutting down for’ the 
usual mid-summer holidays. 

The steel industry continues at 
capacity: the automobile manufac- 
turers are also remarkably busy for 


‘this season of the year. The published 


reports would indicate that there is 
less new construction in progress than 
at this time in 1928, although | it 
looks as if the whole of New York 
city was being rebuilt. But much of 
the work that is in progress will be 
paid for out of the municipal treas- 
ury, and it is probable that this is 
also true of public improvements that 
are being made in many other cities. 

Financially the situation is not 
much changed. Reports that the fed- 
eral reserve banks are buying gov- 
ernment securities have encouraged 
some to believe that easier money is 
in prospect, but the banks’ statements 
reveal no change in the politics of 
the system. ‘ 

The astute Mr. Montagu Norman, 
of the Bank of England, has been 
visiting New York, and a cessation 
of gold imports, with a rise in ster- 
ling, is associated with his presence 
here. But the imports and exports of 
gold have ceased to have much signi- 
ficance, and little attention is paid to 
them. 

Crop Outlook Adequate. 

Taken as a whole, the crop outlook 
in the United States seems satisfac- 
tory. The yield of most agricultural 
staples promises to be adequate, and 
if present prices can be realized for 
the crops that will soon be harvested.

SHOOTING DRY RAIDERS 
SEEK LIBERTY ON BOND 


Tecumseh, Okla., July 14.—(#)—An 


effort to gain their liberty on bond
